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BOE Board Member Betty T. Yee Announces Emergency Tax Relief Available 
for Business Owners Affected by South Napa Earthquake 

Sacramento – Business owners and feepayers impacted by the Napa Valley earthquake may request an 
extension to file their returns, ask for relief from penalties and/or interest for some taxes and fees, or to 
replace copies of records lost or damaged, announced California State Board of Equalization (BOE) Board 
Member Betty T. Yee. 

On August 24, 2014, Governor Edmund G. Brown Jr. issued an emergency proclamation extending relief 
to Napa, Solano, and Sonoma counties due to the effects of a 6.0 magnitude earthquake in Napa Valley 
that have damaged homes, businesses, and caused the closure of some roads and highways. 

“My thoughts and prayers go out to all affected by yesterday's earthquake,” said Board Member Yee. 
“Special thanks to first responders and all personnel on the scene protecting health and safety of local 
residents. As residents continue to sift through the damage, we want to let them know the BOE is ready to 
help affected tax and feepayers.” 

Requesting Relief
